FARM DEBTS | 


SCALED DOWN | 


BY $473,000 


Board of Review Slashes’ 


Large Amounts From 


Claims 


Farmers’ debts in the province 
of Alberta, to both secured and 
unsecured creditors, have been 
slashed by more than $473,000 in 
178 cases reviewed by the Board 
of Review, appointed under the 
Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement 
Act, covering the period ending 
June 28. 


The exact total of the slash, re 
vealed in statistics issued Tuesday, 
by H. A. Allison, registrar of the 
Board, is $473,638.86. This does not 
include additional adjustments, in 
which there have been bonuses of- 
fered for repayments of debt. An 
additional sum of $63,136.06 is in- 
cluded under this classification in 
Mr. Allison's report. 

Indebtedness to both secured and 
unsecured creditors in the cases 
disposed of to date, totals $1,866,- 
666.17, made up of $1,689,737.41 se- 
cured and $176,928.76 in unsecured 
debts. 

Revisions were made of a grand 
total of $1,393,027.31 in both secur- 
ed and unsecured indebtedness. 

Secured claims showed a reduc- 
tion of $401,422.55, and $72,216.31 in 
cases of unsecured creditors. 


EDMONTON CLAIMS 
In Edmonton district cases, appli- 


cations were made to the Board in-| 


volving a total of $189,228.92. Re- 
visions were made of this to the 
extent of $158,072.89. Deductions 
in secured indebtedness totalled 
$31,156.03, and in unsecured 
$11,770.09. 

In the dried-out districts of the 
south the board dealt with its 


greatest number of applications, as | 


is disclosed for the figures respect- 
ing the Lethbridge sittings. 

A total of $283,099.56 in secured 
and $23,125.57 in unsecured debts 
was involved. The secured reduc- 
tions totalled $75 296.78 and the un- 
secured $10,481.20. 


BIG REDUCTIONS 

In the Vegreville district anoth- 
er jJarge amount came under review 
with $174,896.63 in secured and un- 
secured indebtedness probed. The 
secured reductions amounted to 
$47,163.28 and the unsecured §$11,- 
988.05. 

In Peace River the board again 
made adjustments on a _ large 
amount of indebtedness, secured 
claims being $153,484.59 and the 
unsecured $17,878.51. with reduc- 
tions of $17,426.30 in secured and 
$6,510.98 unsecured. 

There have been a total of 359 
requests for review to date.

“WORK OR GET OUT” 

Mayor Nolan of Ottawa served notice on the 
Rockcliffe relief camp strikers that they must 
either “work or get out of town.” The strikers, 
by the way, did not move into Ottawa of their 
own accord; they were taken into the city by 
the police in trucks, and dumped on the streets. 

Nobody of course can reasonably find fault 
with the mayor's dictum if he accompanied the 


ultimatum by telling the men where they could 


get work to do. Otherwise it is just another in- 
stance of the kind of offiicial arrogance that is 
doing more than anything else is doing or could 
do to spread communism in the land 

When the Israelites in Egypt were ordered 
to make bricks without straw they organized a 
“march.” Unemployed men in Canada have 
been doing the same thing, for substantially the 
same, -reason. 


Telling men to work or move on when there | 


isn’t any work for them to do is about the poor- 
est way imaginable to preserve peace, order and 
good government, to say nothing about promot- 
ing the general welfare; and about the best way 
to spread revolutionary sentiment among men 
who have no desire whatever to revolt 


A PERMANENT “PROBLEM” 


Edmonton's population is officially credited 
with a growth of 1,848 during the last year. A 
city of this size should on balance show a gain 
of something like that amount through the 
normal excess of births over deaths. There is 
nothing in the figures to indicate any large in- 
flux during the year; if there has been, the 
movement must have been offset by a consid- 
erable exodus. 


The population, like the relief list, appears 
to be static. That the relief “problem” is con- 
tinuing cannot be explained as due to any re- 
cent flocking into the city of unemployed men 
from outside points. Rather it may be regard- 
ed as the loca! illustration of the point upon 
which the technocrats have been insisting: that 
machines have displaced labor, not temporarily 
only, but permanenity. 

Growth of population used to be considered 
the thing most to be desired; at once the evi- 
dence and the cause of civic progress and pros- 
perity. There is less enthusiasm now for a big 
showing in the census returns. The point of 
major importance 1s the proportion of the popu- 
lation who have self-supporting employment. 
Gain in total population is only an advantage 
when it is accompanied by a corresponding in- 
crease in “gainful occupation.” 


THE FORBIDDEN CITY 


Thirteen Montrea] men who started to walk | 


toward Ottawa were arrested en route, taken 
back to the old home town, arraigned in court, 
and sentenced to two months in jail as vagrants. 
But the judge thought it only honest to explain 
to them: “It isn't the vagrancy which is serious; 
it’s your persistence in defying authority and 
attempting to get to Ottawa after you have 
been expressly forbidden to do so.” 

The explanation is revealing. The King’s 
highway is no longer a highway if it leads to- 
ward Ottawa, for anyone who has to travel as 
God evidently intended men to travel, and as 
the highways were intended to enable them to 
travel in the first place. 

Wealthy gentlemen may still roll along to 
the capita] in their costly limousines if they 
want to, and the humbler owner of a horse and 
buggy or a bicycle might be allowed to pass the 
sentry line. But anyone who has to do his trav- 
elling on foot is liable to be arrested, prosecut- 
ed and jailed if he is caught heading in the gen- 
eral direction of Ottawa. 

Not, as this judge explained, so much be- 
cause he is a vagrant—if he happens to have no 
money, as because he is heading toward the 
Forbidden City in defiance of the orders ot the 
Dalai Lama. The holy calm of our national

When the Canadian elector goes to the polls 
in the coming federa! election, the prospect ;

But there 
is a dagner in that for all who are anxious to 
bring about a reversal of the policies which 
have landed the country in its present position. 

Stranger things have happened than that 
Mr. Bennett should win seats for “sound” 
money where only a fraction of the voters are 
in favor of that policy, thanks to division among 
his opponents. Those who want to restore freer 
trade relationships, and recover control of the 
monetary policy to the public, would do well to 
ignore minor considerations end unite in sup- 
port of the candidates of the one arty that has 
a chance to win a clear majority and is pledged 
to these two things definitely. 

Nothing but division among those who agree 
with them on these two points can prevent the 
Liberals securing a majority in the next par- 
liament, and thus obtaining power to carry 
these primarily important ideas into effect.

I had a friend who at University learned the 
life histories of nearly a thousand bugs. He 
never attained fame as an entomologist because 
the University he attended omitted to give him 
any information about the bug of tuberculosis. 
He died at 25. 


The memory came to me 
on reading of the career of 
Dr. William Rainey Harper, 
who with the Rockefeller 
millions made the Univer. 
sity of Chicago the great 
centre of learning it is today. 
With his fertile vigorous 
brain he searched the world 
for great scholars to take 
their places in his faculty of 
over a thousand. A college 
J. S. Cowper student at ten years of age, 
a Doctor of Philosophy of Yale at 19, he died in 
his early fifties of cancer—the same malady 
that took away Napoleon from his lonely prison 
island of St. Helena. 

Cancer, save in the early stages, is at pres- 
‘ent virtually incurable. Surgery is useless in 
advanced cases and without a change of health 
habits, while treatment by radium needles is 
far from the panacea that laymen think it to 
be. It is a burning treatment, painful, difficult 
and far from certain.

Why don't the various provincial Cancer 
Commissions in Canada urge health habits as a 
preventative of cancer. At present, the most 
difficult malady to cure, it is the easiest to pre- 
vent. Cancer cells cannot form on healthy 
tissue. There is no cancer case without a con- 
Siipation history. Teach people to observe the 
same cleanliness in regard to the intestinal tract 
as they do to external cleanliness and cancer 
woud most likely become a thing of the past. 

Of the two, internal cleanliness is more im- 
portant to health than external cleanliness. 
Tribes like the Eskimo and those that live 
around the foothills of the Himalayas never 
have cancer, though external cleanliness is not 
one of their traits. Their manner of life pro- 
motes internal cleafliness.

If you want a fascinating book to read, get 
Paul de Kruip’s “Men Against Death.” Much of 
it deals with bacteriological research like his 
“The Microbe Hunters,” but you'll learn a good 


deal about the value of sunlight on the skin. 

Now comes from the research of a Catholic 
medical missionary in China, news of a typhus 
serum, that may be a boon in the east where it 
follows hard on the ‘heels of war and famine 
as “army typhus” and “hunger typhus.” It is 
not to be confused with typhoid, though both 
attack the intestinal mucous membranes. Typhus 
is far deadlier than typhoid. It carries off 40 
per cent of those it attacks. 

Typhus is spread by body lice which carry 
the germ “Rickettsia.” One bite is enough to 
cause infection. Each louse on an infected per- 
son becomes a carrier. Lice do not practice 
birth control, and as each female may give birth 
to 9000 of its species in two months, the danger 


is highly cumulative. 

Father Rutten, a Belgian missionary in 
China, acting on the laboratory discovery of 
Prof. Weigl of the Polish University of Lem- 
burg, set to work to get an anti-toxin. Five 


immune to it, are used as feeding stations for 
the laboratory lice. When fattened, the lice 
are infected with the blood of an infected guinea 
| pig. A few days later they die. Their intes- 
| tines, containing the anti-toxin are removed and 
made the base of a vaccine. 

Whereas in the previous 20 years, typhus 
had taken the lives of 84 missionaries at the 
station handling sick persons, none have died 
in the last three years since the vaccine has 
been used. The remedy affronts our sensibil- 
ities, but it evidently works as a protector for 
those engaged in handling typhus cases. 

Man's greatest enemy on earth is the in- 
sect population, whose weight in protoplasm is 
128 times greater than that of the human popu- 
lation. The rodents destroyed the great dino- 
saurs of the Mesozoic Age; insect plagues might 
yet wipe out the human race, unless man learns 
how to pit bacterial life against his insect 
enemies.

High = Low Blood SIDE GL ANCES — By George Clark

The normal blood pressure of an adult should 
range between 120 and 130. This is the systolic 
pressure which means the pressure exerted at 
the peak of the pulse wave. The pressure is 
measured with an instrument called the 
sphygmomanometer. This instrument contains 
three hundred millimeters of 
mercury and when it is prop- 
erly attached to the upper 
arm, the blood pressure can 
be determined by measuring 
how many millimeters of mer- 
cury can be forced up in the 
column, by the pressure of 
the brachial artery. If this 
pressure is found to be more 
than the normal, it is due 
either to hypertension or to 

Dr. F. MeCoy hardening of the arterial walls. 

Physicians used to consider that the normal 
blood pressure could be estimated by adding 
100 to the age, so a man 50 years old, would 
have a blood pressure of 150. This standard 


has been changed, and anyone having a blood | 


pressure of over 130 is now considered to have 
a blood pressure higher thar normal. 

If high blood pressure is due to arterial 
hypertension, this may be caused by excessive 
mental strain or worry. As these causes affect 
the patient, the blood pressure will go up dur- 
ing the least excitement, and a quarrel can 
sufficiently raise the blood pressure to: produce 
a rupture of a small blood vessel in the brain, 
inducing a stroke of apoplexy which may result 
in slight or severe paralysis. 

The greatest factor in the cause of hyper- 
tension is a chronic toxemia caused by use of 
wrong food combinations. If the irritation of 
the arterial walls from such a toxemia is con- 
tinued long enough, hardening of the arteries 
frequently results. The irritated walls of the 
arteries apparently try to protect themselves 
by throwing out particles of calcium, and the 
arteries finally lose their elasticity, becoming 
stiff tubes which are subpect to sudden rupture 
if too great a strain is placed upon them. 

Besides all the minor causes of high blood 
pressure, there is one which stands out above 
all the rest and this is the use of an excess of 
starchy foods. If you have developed high 
blood pressure, you will be reassured to know 
that the blood pressure can safely be brought 
down closer to normal through the use of the 
short fast, followed by a diet which omits the 
starches. 

Low blood pressure often takes a much 
longer time to correct than high blood pressure 
and it is true that it is actually easier to bring 
high blood pressure down, than to raise a blood 
pressure that is too low. Low blood pressure 
frequently precedes tuberculosis, diabetes and 
all disorers accompanied by severe enervation. 
It is also found in anemia. 

Many patients with low blood pressure be- 
come discouraged due to the fact that some time 
is required to bring about an improvement. 
However, this serious condition is entirely cur- 
able and if you will persist, you will finally see 
the day when the blood pressure comes back 
to normal. 
has the satisfaction of knowing that he has a 
better chance of avoiding the severe diseases 
which might have next developed, had he con- 
tinued to let the blood pressure remain low. 
The first symptom of lowered blood pressure is 
likely to be a tired feeling. Other symptoms 
are dizziness, faintness, headache, rapid heart 
beat, ringing in the ears, or numbness of the 
hands or feet. 

The cure of low blood pressure consists of 
building up the blood stream and developing 
all of the functional powers of the body. The 
one necessary point for the patient to keep in 
mind is to develop increased strength. For this 
purpose, there is one thing you must do and 
that is, take long walks. I do not know of any 
treatment or exercise which wil] have the same 
definite effect that this form of exercise will 
have in developing a more normal blood 
pressure.

A Day in Canadian History 


This date in 1885 was one of 
four days of rejoicing in Winni- 
peg as the volunteers who had 
pressed the North West rebellion 


arrived on their way home. 

The streets were ablaze with 
flags, triumphal arches were at 
several points, and every one 
turned out to welcome the boys 
who had saved Canada from dis- 
ruption, The 90th, of course, be- 
ing the local regiment, got the 
lion's share of the welcome, but 
all the others from Toronto, Hali- 
fax and Montreal, did not lack 
their share of the enthusiasm.

OTTAWA, July 16.—Within a mat- 
ter of weeks it will be possible for 
a prospective home builder in 
Canada to secure a loan up to 80 
per cent of the cost—for a long term 
and at a low interest rate— through 
the operations of the Housing Act 
adopted at the last session of par- 
liament 

Machinery of the act is being 
rapidly whipped into shape under 
direction of Finance Minister E. N 
Rhodes and W. C. Clark, deputy 
minister. It is anticipated it will be 
possible shortly to announce the list 
of approved loaning companies. 
throughout Canada to whom bor- 
rowers may apply for benefits un- 
der the act.

SEE ECLIPSE 
OF THE MOON 


One of Nature’s Super-| 
Spectacles Not Visible 


In Edmonton 


NEW YORK, July 16—The 
moon, totally eclipsed by the 
earth, shone copper-colored from 
refracted rays last night and 
early today in a celestial spec- 


tacle that kept millions up past | 
bedtime, 

The eclipse was the longest vis- 
ible in Canada and United States in 
| 50 years. There will not be ancther 
| of such length for another half 
century 

The phenomenon came with 
direct alignment of sun, earth and 
moon, the moon sliding through | 
the earth's umbral cone, which ex. | 
| tends 860000 miles into space, at 
a point approximately 226,000 miles 
away. (The eclipse was not visible 
in Edmonton.) 


VICTORIA, July 16—The total 
eclipse of the moon was clearly 
visible here last night, Victorians 
their first glimpse about 
8:45 pm. PST. The moon ap- 


| peared as a dark orange ball and 


was a beautiful sight. The total 
phase lasted for one hour and 40 
minutes or within four minutes of 
the maximum time possible 


Government Plans 
To Re - Locate 
North Highway 


Surveys for the re-location of 
the highway in certain sections of 
the Peace River territory will be 
made immediately, Hon. George 
Hoadley, minister of trade and in- 
dusiry, announced on behalf of the 
government on Tuesday. 

In making his announcement the 
minister said that “Under the ex- 
isting flooding conditions in the 
vicinity of Slave Lake, it is not 
practicable to endeavor to keep 
traffic services in operation. There 
is a total of approximately 22 miles 
of road which is impassable—this 
being from Slave Lake hamlet 
eastward 

It is expected 


that with favor- 
able weather conditions, coupled 
with repair work now in progress, 
this 22-mile section can shortly be 
reduced to eight miles A new 
scow under construction and 
with the one now available, it is 
expected that all traffic can be 
handled without undue delay 

“In regard to future provision, it 
is the intention of the public works 
department to immediately com- 
surveys for the re-location 
of the highway. Certain informa- 
tion now on file and the intention 
of further surveys would be the to- 
tal avoidance of the flooded section 
in the vicinity of the easterly end 
of Slave Lake.”
